Newcom er and Smyth w'ere to have 
been m arried on Thanksgiving day. 
T he injured man is Harrison Ran­ 
dolph, drilling machine operator, who 
was struck on the head by a timber. 
The th ree engineers, who had been

years, had just completed a survey of 
the mine preparatory to starting new' 
entries, the six foreigners having as 
sisted them. 
A heavy wooden beam 
w as loaded into the cage and its ends 
projected beyond the sides, the men 
riding on the timber. 
W hen within 
seventy-five feet of the top of the 
shaft the projecting beam struck one 
of the planks of the shaft and most 
of the men were dumped out of th e 
cage. 
The six fell to the bottom, a 
distance of 225 feet, the heavy tim ­ 
ber falling on them, and were bruised 
and crushed alm ost beyond recogni­ 
tion.

Chicago, Nov. 17.— P eter Van Vlis 
singen, a real estate dealer for years 
classed among the first of Chicago’s 
prosperous 
and 
reputable 
business 
men, has confessed to having obtained 
through forged deeds and notes more 
than $700.000, and a few hours after 
his arrest, on his own urgent appeal 
to be punished, was sentenced to the 
penitentiary. 
The arrest, the indict 


m e n t, the confession, and the sentence 
W'ere the work of less than four hours. 
Taken in the midst of business from 
his office desk 
at 
172 W ashington 
street shortly after the noon hour, 
Van Vlissingen, a venerable looking 
man. appeared before the court and 
in tears confessed th at for from eigh­ 
teen to tw enty years he had been se­ 
curing money through the sale of 
forged docum ents and that though ho 
had bomrht back many of these spu­ 
rious instrum ents without detection at 
least tw enty five people w’ould lose an 
aggregate 
of 
more 
than 
$700,000 
through the paper which he has not 
yet redeemed. 
In forging notes, he declared, he had 
perfected a unique device. 
This con­ 
sisted of a plate glass desk top. so 
arranged th a t by an 
electric light 
thrown up from beneath he could read­ 
ily t r a c e from originals forged signa­ 
tures onto w orthless paper. 


Desired Speedy Punishment. 


Throughout his arrest and sentence 
the prisoner made no effort to defend 
himself, but only asked that his pun­ 
ishm ent be speedy. 
Asked if he had 
anything to say before sentence was 
imposed, Van Vlissingen, bowing his 
head, replied: 
“Only that I be given 
my punishm ent at once.” 
His term in the penitentiary was 
fixed as Indeterm inate from one to 
fourteen years. 
Van Vlissingen, who is about fortv- 
flve years old, was m arried Feb. 4, 
1907, to Mrs. Jessie Roosevelt Blend, 
who was described at the tim e as a 
distant relative of President 
Roose 
velt. 
T he bride was a daughter of 
Wilton C. Roosevelt. 
Van Vlissingen 
had been a bachelor, living at the Calu­ 
met club. 
He was known as being 
of a philanthropic disposition, giving 
special attention to th e welfare of 
boys. 
T he specific charge w’hich led up 
to the spectacular a rre st of Van Vlis­ 
singen was m ade by tw o men who had 
bought forged m ortgage notes. 
They 
are T. J. Lefens and William C. Seipp. 
who have offices in the sam e building 
as th a t occupied by Van Vlissingen. 
To the notes for $4,500 held by them 
wrere signed the nam es of Joseph and 
Bertha Grossman. 
As w’as custom ary, 
Van Vlissingen copied the forged pa­ 
pers from originals which he disposed 
of to other buyers. 
Lefens and Seipp 
raid they first became suspicions of 
the notes last Saturday, but took no 
action then.

P apers have been filed in seven 
separate actions in th e United States 
circuit court, in which it is sought to 
recover $3,600,000. 
Of this sum $1,- 
500,000 is alleged to be duties on im­

fraudulently 
withheld 
from the governm ent by the American 
Sugar Refining company. 
T he balance of $2,100,000 is the val­ 
ue of goods upon which duties were 
likewise fraudulently w ithheld during 
the past three years, it is claimed, by 
the sam e corporation 
II also includes 
the duties on such goods. 
M anipulation of the scales is the 
method alleged to have been used by 
the tru st to escape paym ent of full 
duties. 
F u rther investigation is expected to 
prove that the $3,600.000 sued for is 
only a percentage of what is due the 
governm ent.

I arrow escapes from injury or death 
In a mine cage accident at Ellsworth 
mine No. I, located in Washington 
county. The mine is owned by the 
Ellsworth Coal company of this city. 
The dead are: 
M. J. Walsh, Phillipsburg, Pa., min­ 
ing engineer; Eugene G. Smyth, Al­ 
liance, O., mining engineer; J. B. 
Newcomer, Dawson, Pa., chief mining 
engineer in charge of the four Ells­ 
worth mines; Osep Dnschek, loader; 
James Kelly, loader; Tony Dovowsky, 
loader. 
Newcomer and Smyth were to have 
been married on Thanksgiving day. 
The injured man is Harrison Ran­ 
dolph, drilling machine operator, who 
was struck on the head by a timber. 
The three engineers, who had been 
employed by the company several 
years, had just completed a survey of 
the mine preparatory to starting new 
entries, the six foreigners having as­ 
sisted them. A heavy wooden beam 
was loaded into the cage and Its ends 
projected beyond the sides, the men 
riding on the timber. 
When within 
seventy-five feet of the top of the 
shaft the projecting beam struck one 
of the planks of the shaft and most 
of the men were dumped out of the 
cage. The six fell to the bottom, a 
distance of 225 feet, the heavy tim­ 
ber falling on them, and were bruised 
and crushed almost beyond recogni­ 
tion.

Chicago Real Estate Dealer Admits

vice to Forge Notes— Given Inde­ 


terminate Term in Penitentiary. 


Chicago, Nov. 17.—Peter Van VHs- 
slngen, a real estate dealer for years 
classed among the first of Chicago’s 
prosperous 
and 
reputable business 
■ten, has confessed to having obtained 
through forged deeds and notes more 
than 1700,000, and a few hours after 
his arrest, on his own urgent appeal 
to be punished, was sentenced to the 
penitentiary. The arrest, the indict 
ment, the confession, and th© sentence 
were the work of less than four hours. 
Taken in the midst of business from 
his office desk at 172 Washington 
street shortly after the noon hour, 
Van Vlissingen, a venerable looking 
man, appeared before the court and 
in tears confessed that for from eigh­ 
teen to twenty years he had been se­ 
curing money through the sale of 
forged documents and that though he 
had bought back many of these spu­ 
rious instruments without detection at 
least twenty-five people would lose an 
aggregate 
of 
more 
than 
$700,000 
through the paper which he has not 
yet redeemed. 
In forging notes, he declared, he had 
perfected a unique device. 
This con­ 
sisted of a plate glass desk top, so 
arranged that by an electric light 
thrown up from beneath he could read­ 
ily trace from originals forged signa­ 
tures onto worthless paper. 


Desired Speedy Punishment. 
Throughout his arrest and sentence 
the prisoner made no effort to defend 
himself, but only asked that his pun­ 
ishment be speedy. Asked if he had 
anything to say before sentence was 
imposed, Van Vlissingen, bowing his 
head, replied: 
“Only that I be given 
my punishment at once.” 
His term in the penitentiary was 
fixed as indeterminate from one to 
fourteen years. 
Van Vlissingen, who is about forty­ 
five years old, was married Feb. 4, 
1907, to Mrs. Jessie Roosevelt Blend, 
who was described at the time as a 
distant relative of President Roose­ 
velt. 
The bride was a daughter of 
Wilton C. Roosevelt. 
Van Vlissingen 
had been a bachelor, living at the Calu­ 
met club. 
He was known as being 
of a philanthropic disposition, giving 
special attention to the welfare of 
boys. 
The specific charge which led up 
to the spectacular arrest of Van Vlis­ 
singen'was made by two men who had 
bought forged mortgage notes. 
They 
are T. J. Lefens and William C. Seipp, 
who have offices in the same building 
as that occupied by Van Vlissingen. 
To the notes for $4,500 held by them 
were signed the names of Joseph and 
Bertha Grossman. 
As was customary, 
Van Vlissingen copied the forged pa­ 
pers from originals which he disposed 
of to other buyers. 
Lefens and Seipp 
raid they first became suspicious of 
the notes last Saturday, but took no 
action then. 
Consulting with Assistant State’s 
Attorney Barbour, they decided to de­ 
lay no longer.

Sugar Trust Alleged to Have Used 
Dishonest Methods. 
New York, Nov. 17.—That the Unit­ 
ed States government has been de­ 
frauded out of millions of dollars by 
the sugar trust is the allegation in 
suits brought by United States Dis­ 
trict 
Attorney 
Henry 
L. 
Stimson 
against the “mother of trusts.” 
Papers have been filed in seven 
separate actions in the United States 
circuit court, in which it is sought to 
recover $3,600,000. Of this sum $1,- 
500,000 is alleged to be duties on im­ 
ported 
sugar fraudulently withheld 
trom the government by the American 
Sugar Refining company. 
The balance of $2,100,000 is the val­ 
ue of goods upon which duties were 
likewise fraudulently withheld during 
the past three years, it is claimed, by 
the same corporation 
It also includes 
the duties on such goods. 
Manipulation of the scales is the 
method alleged to have been used by 
the trust to escape payment of full 
duties. 
Further investigation ie expected to 
prove that the $3,600,000 sued for is 
only a percentage of what is due the 
government.

Mrs. Gunness said this was 
ell the information she had as to the 
whereabouts of Andrew Helgelein, but 
she hinted that It might be that Hel­ 
gelein was in some kind of trouble, 
which would account for his disap­ 
pearance, 
She Informed A. K. Helge­ 
lein that for further information he 
j might write to a banker in Laporte. 
The correspondence between A. K. 
Helgelein and the First National bank 
was also offered in evidence, Cashier 
Pitner having identified a photograph 
of Andrew Helgelein as the man who 
came to the bank with Mrs. Gunness 
early in January and drew $2,900. Mrs. 
Gunness is supposed to have mur­ 
dered Helgelein on Jan. 14. 
Eli Hoover, who lives north of the 
Gunness farm, testified to seeing a 
man running across the fields early in 
the morning of April 28.

able to say It was Lamphere.

Chinese had been so accustomed to 
look upon the dowager as the one per­ 
son dominating all, that the announce­ 
ment of her death caused but little 
change in their unemotional natures 
and easy going ways during the early 
hours of the ceremonies attending her 
passing, but now there has come a 
marked change. 
Prince Chun, the re­ 
gent of the empire, in fear of the in­ 
creasing excitement and revolutionary 
movements, has taken a firm grip on 
affairs, and 
has adopted 
stringent 
measures that will result In the main­ 
tenance of peace, for a time at least. 
Three thousand gendarmes guard 
the streets and other military forces 
are held in readiness for any event­ 
uality. 
Every precaution has been 
taken to prevent a recurrence of the 
revolutionary tactics of last April and 
May, which were marked by wide­ 
spread incendiarism. 
The foreign le­ 
gations are under guard, special de­ 
tachments of Chinese troops keeping 
watch at the approaches. 
There have been many occurrences 
to add to the sinister aspect of affairs. 
Rumors were current for a time that 
the new dowager, Yehonala, and Yuan 
Sh! Kai, the grand councillor and one 
of the most powerful men in the em­ 
pire, had committed suicide. 


Reports Created Alarm. 
Though there was no truth in these 
reports, they went far toward disturb­ 
ing the people and creating alarm 
among Chinese and foreigners alike. 
Serious runs on banks occurred and 
fourteen native banks closed. The 
crowds were wild with excitement and 
toward the close of the day the po­ 
lice intervened and drove them back. 
One 
foreign 
bank, 
the 
Yokohama 
Specie bank, suffered a big run on its 
Tientsin notes, but the British, Rus­ 
sian and German banks were not af­ 
fected. 
It is probable that a number 
of other native banks will close and 
it is believed that the government will 
intervene in an endeavor to stop the 
financial 
panic 
among 
the 
poorer 
classes. 
The representatives of several of 
the foreign powers sent their personal 
condolences to the foreign board on 
the death of the emperor and dowager 
empress, and the foreign hoard gave 
official notification of the dowager’s 
death at the legations. 
To this a re­ 
ply was sent by the various ministers, 
and the Chinese government feels that 
this is tantamount to recognition of 
the new regime. 
As yet the cause of the death in 
the cases of the empress and emperor 
has not been made public. A number 
of lengthy reports have been written 
with reference to this, but they are 
unintelligible to the foreigners here, 
who have not yet recovered from the 
shock of the suspicion of foul play 
which was widespread. 
There is no reasonable evidence, 
however, to show that in either case 
death was the result of anything oth­ 
er than natural causes. 


Dividend for Chadwick Creditors. 
Cleveland, Nov. 17.—There was an 
echo of Cassie Chadwick’s dealings 
when a dividend of 2H> per cent was 
declared before Banksuptcy Referee 
Remington for the benefit of the credi­ 
tors of Cassie L. Chadwick. 
This is 
the first and may be the last dividend 
that the Chadwick creditors will re­ 
ceive.

candidate for United States senator.
